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RECORD OF THE ANNUAL TOWN MEETING 
HELD IN THE HIGH SCHOOL AUDITORIUM, 
MILLIS, MASSACHUSETTS, 
MONDAY, FEBRUARY 11, 1946. 


The annual business meeting of the Town of Millis was 
held in the High School Auditorium Monday evening, Feb. 
11, 1946, and called to order at 7:30 P.M., by Moderator, 
Rudolph F, King. The Town Warrant calling this meeting 
was read by the Moderator which was signed by the Select- 
men, W. Harold Simpson, Harry N. Walker and Michael E. 
Collins and Attest by Henry J. Cassidy, Constable. 


Art. 1—To choose a Moderator for one year, a Town 
Clerk for one year, a Town Treasurer for one year, Two 
Constables for one year, One Selectman for three years, One 
member of the Board of Public Welfare for three years, Two 
members of Planning Board for two years, Two members of 
Planning Board for three years, One Assessor for three 
years, One School Committeeman for three years, One 
Trustee of Public Library for three years, One Cemetery 
Commissioner for three years, One Park Commissioner for 
three years, One Sewer Commissioner for three years, One 
Tax Collector for one year, One Tree Warden for one year, 
One Water Commissioner for three years.

Question No. 1 
Law Proposed by Initiative Petition 


Shall this measure, which by amendments of the Gen- 
eral Laws (Ter. Ed.), provides for payment by the Com- 
monwealth of adequate pensions to deserving citizens 
sixty-five years of age or over in need of relief or support, 
who shall have resided in the Commonwealth not less than 
five years immediately preceding the date of application 
for such pension, and who shall have resided in the Com- 
monwealth continuously for one year immediately pre- 
ceding said date of application, which is further described 
as follows: 


The measure, by amendments of General Laws (Ter. 
Ed.), ¢.6, provides for an old age pension commission of 
three persons, one to be a qualified physician, another to 
be an attorney at law and a third to be a non-professional 
person, who are to be appointed and may be removed for 
cause by the Governor with the advice and consent of the 
Council, and are to serve under the Governor and Council. 
Not more than two members of said Commission shall be 
members of the same political party. Original appoint- 
ments of members shall be for one, two and three years 
respectively, and thereafter appointments are to be for 
three years. Such members are to devote their whole 
time to the work of the Commission during business hours 
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and be engaged in no other business, occupation or pro- 
-fession. One of their number is to be designated as chair- 
man by the Governor and shall receive a salary of $6,000, 
~ and each other member $5,500. per year, with their 
necessary expenses. The commission is empowered to 
make and enforce rules and regulations as it may deem 
necessary in the performance of its duties and as may be 
approved by the Governor and Council. 


The measure strikes out chapter 118A of the General 
Laws (Ter. Ed.), and inserts in its place a new chapter 
a entitled “Adequate pensions for certain aged citizens.” 


It is provided that pensions hereunder shall be paid 
from the date of application therefor, but in no event be- 
- fore the applicant reaches the age of sixty-five. The 
Commission shall render a decision in not less than thirty 

' days from date of application for a pension or a request 
for an increase of the amount thereof. Such pension shall, 
wherever practicable, be paid to the aged person in his 
own home or in lodgings or in a boarding home, which for 
the purpose hereof shall include any institution providing 
shelter, care and treatment for aged persons which is not 
supported in whole or in part by public funds; provided, 
that no inmate of such boarding home or institution shall 
be eligible for a pension under this chapter while being 
cared for under a contract. Such pension shall be paid 
by check or in cash which shall be delivered to the pen- 
sioner at his residence, if he so requests, and shall be paid 
semi-monthly unless the pensioner prefers less frequent 
payments. Such pension shall be on the basis of need and 
the amount thereof shall be determined in accordance with 
budgetary standards established by the Commission. 
Budgetary standards shall be such as to enable an in- 
dividual pensioner to maintain a standard of living com- 
patible with decency and health. Such pensions, except 
as hereinafter provided, shall be at the rate of not less 
than $48.00 monthly. The Pensioner’s budget at such 
times as may be required shall include medical care, if 
recommended by a recognized physician, eye-glasses, if 


; 
i 
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recommended by a recognized optician, dental care 
false teeth, if recommended by a recognized dentist. 


In computing the pensioner’s payment under th 
chapter, the Commission shall deduct from the pensioner’s 
budget or the minimum payment, whichever is greater, the 
amount of income the person paid or to be paid a pension 
hereunder may be receiving from any source, and may 
deduct therefrom such reasonable amount as may be 

deemed to represent the financial value of board, lodging or © 
other assistance which is being furnished to such persons” 
from any source. 


Upon the death of a person drawing a pension, whose ; 
funeral cost does not exceed the sum of two hundred and — 
fifty dollars and in whose estate there insufficient assets 3 
to cover the full cost of the funeral, the Commission shall — 
pay to the funeral director the difference between the 
assets and the cost of the funeral, a sum not exceeding — 
one hundred and twenty-five dollars. 


Expenses for medical, hospital and other services 
rendered to a pensioner, which remain unpaid at the time 
of his death or commitment to an institution as an insane 
person, shall be paid directly to the person rendering such — 
services. 


No pension under this chapter, shall be discontinued q 
nor shall the amount thereof be decreased until the ex- 
piration of fifteen days after notice has been given by the © 
Commission to the pensioner. 


Provision is made by which a person receiving a pen- 
sion may be absent from the Commonwealth on a visit — 
without having such pension suspended. 


It is provided that General Laws (Ter. Ed.) e. 273 20, © 
which relates to the support of parents by children, shall 
not apply when parents are eligible to receive a pension. 


Provision is made that there shall be set up in the 


Commission a subdivision of appeals under the jurisdiction © 
of a supervisor of appeals. Any person aggrieved by the 
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ailure of the Commission to pay an adequate pension under 
: this Chapter, or by failure of the Commission to approve 
or reject an application for a pension or a request for an 
increase in the amount thereof, within thirty days after 
_ receiving such application or request, shall have a right to 
a fair hearing, after due notice, upon appeal to the sub- 
division of appeals in the form and manner prescribed by 
r _ the commission; provided that such appeal is received by 
the subdivision of appeals within sixty days after official 
notice of the action taken by the Old Age Pension Com- 
mission has been received by the applicant or pensioner. 
: The decision of the subdivision of appeals shall be final 
and binding upon the Commission. 


The Commission or any interested person aggrieved 
_by any decision in any proceeding before the subdivision 
of appeals may obtain judicial review of such decision by 
filing, within twenty days of the date of mailing of such 
_ decision, a petition of review thereof in the district court 
within the judicial district wherein the pensioner or the 

- applicant for a pension lives. 


In any proceeding for review the findings of the sub- 
division of appeals as to facts shall be conclusive; such pro- 
ceedings shall be heard in a summary manner and given 

_ precedence over all other civil cases. From the decision 
_of a district court upon review an appeal may be taken 
_ to the Supreme Judicial Court. 


The possession by an applicant for pension under this 
chapter of assets consisting of cash, active securities or 
inactive securities, or any combination of such assets, shall 

not disqualify him from reveiving such pension; provided, 
that the total of such assets, figuring the present cash 
value of such inactive securities at the sum determined by 
the Old Age Pension Commission, does not exceed the 
sum of $300.00. 


3 A person is not to be disqualified from receiving a 
_ pension because of the ownership of an equity in vacant 
_ land from which there is insufficient income to provide for 


ee 
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his budgetary needs or minimum payments, or the owner- 
ship of an equity in real estate by an applicant who re 
sides thereon or who, in the opinion of the Commission is 
residing elsewhere because of physical or mental incapacity, 
provided that if such equity on the basis of assessed valua- 
tion exceeds an average of $3,000 during the five years 
immediately preceding application for the pension, the 
applicant shall execute a bond in the penal sum for the 
amount of equity in excess of $3,000 conditioned on repay- 
ment to the Commonwealth of all amounts paid as such 
pension without interest, such bond to be secured by a 
mortgage on the applicant’s real estate. Provision is 
made for the recording of such bond and mortgage without | 
a fee and the apportionment of the proceeds realized from |

any of them between the Federal government and the 
Commonwealth. 


A person is not to be disqualified from receiving a 
pension by reason of the ownership of a policy of group 
insurance or of a policy of insurance in an amount not ex- 
ceeding $1,000 or of a policy of insurance in an amount 
not exceeding $3,000, having a cash surrender value not in 
excess of $1,000, if such policy has been in effect not less 
than fifteen years. 


No pension shall be granted to an applicant who at 
any time within five years immediately prior to the filing 
of an application for such pension has made an assign- 
ment or transfer of property so as to render himself eligible 
to such pension. No pension shall be subject to trustee 
process or assignment, and no applicant for a pension, who 
knowingly makes any false statement or perpetrates any 
fraud or deception in relation to his application, shall be 
granted any pension nor be eligible for one during one 
year thereafter. A person, his executor or administrator 
shall be liable in contract to the Commonwealth for ex- 
penses incurred by it for a pension paid to such person 
under this chapter if such person or his estate is in 
possession of funds not otherwise exempted thereunder. 


If an application for a pension under this chapter is 
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effected by the eligibility of the applicant to receive aid 
under General Laws (Ter. Ed.), c. 115, whish relates to 
State and Military Aid and Soldiers’ Relief, the applicant 
shall be entitled to exercise such options and execute such 
waivers as may be necessary to receive the pension which 
he seeks, 


All cities and towns in the Commonwealth shall fur- 
nish suitable headquarters for the carrying out of the 
duties of the commission in such cities and towns. 


The measure further provides that there shall be es- 
tablished and set up on the books of the Commonwealth a 
separate fund, to be known as the Old Age Pension Fund, 
consisting of receipts credited to said fund under General 
Laws (Ter. Ed.) c. 64B, G.L. (Ter. Ed.) c. 128A, p. 15, as 
amended, G.L. (Ter. Ed.) c. 188, ; 27, as amended, and 
all proceeds of taxes assessed under Acts of 1941, c. 729, 
pp 9 and 9A. 


The Old Age Assistance Fund as in force immediately 
prior to the effective date of this act is hereby continued 
in existence, but shall hereafter be entitled “The Old Age 
Pension Fund.” 


It is provided that all civil service employees in the 
Department of Public Welfare of the Commonwealth, in- 
cluding the supervisor, referees and employees of the sub- 
division of appeals in said department or of any city or 
town, employed in the administration of the Old Age 
measure, shall be transferred to the Service of the Old Age 
Assistance Law on the effective date of this proposed 
Pension Commission, retaining their present civil service 
seniority retirement rights and any step increases from 
the minimum pay of their grade earned during their ser- 
vice with said department or said bureaus. 


It is provided that all records and property used in 
the administration of the Old Age Assistance Law and 
which are the property of the Commonwealth are to be 
transferred to the Old Age Pension Commission.

To the Citizens of Millis: 
We herewith submit the report of the Board of Public — 
Welfare for the fiscal year ending December 31, 1946. 


General Relief 


Unlike many parts of the country, no person in Massa- 
chusetts in need of aid is ineligible for assistance by in- 
sufficient length of residence. In some states, residence of 
at least three years is a requirement for public assistance. 
Eligibility for assistance in Massachusetts does not depend 
on residence, but soley on need. The town furnishing the 
aid is reimbursed by the town in which the aid recipient has 
a legal settlement, and if he is without settlement, reim- 
bursement is forthcoming from the State. 

With employment plentiful, we have had no employable 
cases, they all consist of unemployable; those incapacitated 
because of a physical disability, the widowed, the divorced 
or deserted with small children not eligible for Aid to De- 
pendent Children. We have had proper court action brought 
against three cases with the result that one family is receiy- 
ing their allowance from the court, in the other cases the 
whereabouts of the deserting husbands is still unknown. 

The program for administering to those in need in 
Millis provides for adequate assistance in accordance with a 
standard budget worked out by the State Department. 

The General Relief load continued on an even level 
throughout the year. January 1, 1946 we were aiding 13 
cases. December 31, 1946, 16 cases were being aided.

OLD AGE ASSISTANCE 


Several changes in the law affecting Old Age Assistance 
were made at the last years session of the legislature. The 
principal change which became effective January 1, 1946, is 
one that relates to the support by children, and this provides 
for a material increase in the amount of exempted income of 
the children. This has resulted in the full amount of the 
State budget grant in several cases. Also the increased al- 
lowances in the budget has resulted in a very marked in- 
crease in our expenditure this year.

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Amendments to the Social Security Act passed during 
the closing days of the Congress made three changes in the — 
provisions for Old Age Assistance and Aid to Dependent 
Children. Revisions were made in: 1 

(1) The federal matching maximums on individual 

assistance payments, 

(2) The method for determining federal matching of 

assistance payments, a 


(3) The basis for determining federal reimbursement 
for administrative costs on Old Age Assistance. 


The net effect of the above changes is to increase the 
amount of monies available from the federal government for 
matching assistance payments on both Old Age Assistance — 
and Aid to Dependent Children, and to increase the federal — 
grants for administration on Old Age Assistance. 


The new federal matching on Old Age Assistance is 
$45.00 per month, this was formerly $40.00 per month. 


The new federal matching maximum on Aid to De- 
pendent Children is $24.00 monthly for the first eligible child, 
and $15.00 monthly for each additional eligible child. The 
amounts formerly were $18.00 for the first child and $12.00 


for each additional child. 


Your Welfare Board has felt for some time that the de- 
mands made upon us by the Federal and State Departments 
in the matter of statistical reporting, investigation, and 
visitations, also, the amount of clerical work which is rapidly 
growing require a full time Agent. The National Social 
Security Board rule that none but a qualified man under 
civil service can be employed covering Old Age Assistance 
and Aid to Dependent Children, in the work of administra- 
tion. 

Harry E. King present member and clerk of the board 
for the past fourteen years, successfully qualified both in 
the written and physical examinations held by the State in 
September 1945, for the position of Social worker and Agent. 
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Request for his appointment was made to the Commissioner 
of Civil Service which was approved. He will assume the 
duties of Agent January 1, 1947.

, the Honorable Board of Selectmen and Citizens of Millis: 


4 The Gypsy Moth infestation was very bad as predicted this 
year. The woodland areas being very heavily infested and 
defoliation was noticeable in several areas. 


The Elm Leaf Beetle did not do too much damage on our 
street trees and the elms came through the year very well. 
A close watch must be kept on our elms as the Dutch Elm 
‘Disease is spreading into this state. Already a number of 
trees have been found infested with this disease and a few 
of these trees were found in Norfolk County. 


_ This coming year a great deal of spraying will be done 
with D.D.T. instead of arsenate of lead as it kills much 
quicker and remains active from six to eight weeks after 
_ having been applied. 


It is hoped that spraying with this new material will 
help eliminate to a great extent the spread of the Dutch 
_ Elm Disease as it will kill the Elm Bark Beetle which is 
the carrier of this disease.

Gentlemen: 


The very warm and dry weather of the past March gave 
us an early start with a large number of grass fires. As 
early as March 14, 1946 we had three calls in a day.

| The Department of Veterans’ Services was established _ 
by the town under Chapter 723, of the Acts of 1945, to take 
over and expand the work of the Rehabilitation Committee. 
The first few weeks were spent in attending the Institute 
conducted by the Commissioner of Veterans’ Services and 
in making the necessary contacts.

The large number who have needed 
assistance makes it plain that the service was definitely 
necessary.

assessors’ warrants. The recorded collections were checked, 


a ‘the payments to the treasurer were verified by comparison 


with the books of the treasurer, the recorded abatements 
were checked with the assessors’ abatement records, the 
transfers to the tax title account were verified, and the 
outstanding accounts were listed and proved with the 
accountant’s ledger. 


The cash on hand on February 15, 1946 was proved by 
actual count of the cash in the office and by reconciliation 
of the bank balance with a statement received from the 
bank of deposit. 


Verification of the outstanding tax accounts was made by 
mailing notices to a number of persons whose names 
appeared on the books as owing money to the town, and from 
the replies received thereto it appears that the outstanding 
accounts, as listed, are correct. 


Appended to this report are tables showing a reconcilia- 
tion of the treasurer’s and the tax collector’s cash, sum- 
maries of the tax and tax title accounts, as well as tables 
showing the trust fund transactions.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of Millis: 


We present herewith our report for the year 1946. There have 
been a number of changes in the faculty during 1946. Mrs. Hodgma: 
was made supervisor of the cafeteria lunch program and household 
arts studies. Mr. Twombly, after his return from service with the 
Army of the United States, was assigned to the newly reinstated — 
manual training program. Mr. MacDougal replaced Mr. Hilferty as 
instructor of physics, science and biology. j 


The newly instituted hot lunch program has proven to be success 
ful, as evidenced by many more students taking advantage of it than 
when we had the sandwich program. We have been able to serve the 
students a weli-balanced dinner, at a minimum of cost, regardless of — 
shortages, and high prices. Also, with Federal aid, we have improved 
our cafeteria equipment. 


The manual training program has started out most satisfactorily, 
and it is our hope that new and more diversified equipment will be © 
made available for it during the coming year. 


We wish to stress the need for more guidance meetings between 
parents and teachers, particularly for those parents having children 
in the Junior High School. Parents are requested to approve their — 
child’s course of study prior to the school year, and much is to be 
gained by friendly discussions with persons schooled in guidance — 
work. Specialized tests which are given to the students, are of value 
only when the findings of these tests are fully utilized, as they can 
be at these proposed meetings. Mr. Welch is now in charge of all © 
our guidance work.

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A school bus was purchased last year from the Moye Che 
Company of Wellesley, Mass. for $3412.00 and the old Ford bus. 7 
bus has a Chevrolet chassis and a Wayne bus body. 

As explained in our report for the year 1945, the school builde 
at the beginning of 1946 was in relatively poor condition, mainly 
a result of inadequate maintenance throughout the last fifteen yea 
Most of the outside doors were disgraceful, many windows needed r 
glazing, major plumbing and electrical repairs were urgently neede 
and outside woodwork was in need of painting. All of these conditios 
have been rectified during the last year. In addition, univent motor 
other electric motors and door closers were restored to their pror 
working order. 


At the end of the year, however, some items of major importanes 
still need attention. The auditorium roof should be replaced a 
should several classroom ceilings. A survey of every room in € 
school building, made by lighting engineers, shows our present light 
ing system to be antiquated and totally inadequate. Most of the roor 
show light intensities of less than 1/4 that approved as correct illum i 
nation for classrooms. One room was equipped with fluorescent lich 
during the last year which were found to provide proper illuminatis 
without requiring changes in the present electrical circuits, It is 
hoped that much of the badly needed pointing-up of the outside brick 
work and caulking around the windows can be accomplished during 
the coming year. 

In accordance with the generally accepted nation-wide trend for 
increases in teachers’ salaries we have included in our budget for 1% 
sufficient money to increase the salary of each teacher by $500. 
generally higher prices of coal, oil, and other school supplies nece: 
tate a somewhat higher estimate for these items for 1947. In adk 
tion, the Committee would like to replace certain equipment that w 
not available during the war, while those items, we hope to replace 
some still have some turn-in value. 

The Committee recommends the appropriation of $67,700.00 
school purposes in 1947. 

The minimum entrance age continues to be 5 years § month 
A child must be 6 years of age before January 1, 1948 to enter the 
first grade this fall, and not over one year younger to enter kinder- 
garten. 

We thank the Superintendent, faculty and all those who in 
way contributed to make this past year a successful one.

~ neighboring town of Medway to indicate the usefulness of such a 

| ‘program. However, Art teachers are not available and many other 
_ neighboring towns have had to discontinue this program because no 
Art teacher could be found that would be satisfactory. 


In September 1946, the program of the Millis High School was 
‘reorganized to include Mannual Training, and Domestic Science. This 
_ was a step in the right direction. The courses offered to the students 
_ allow for a greater choice of subjects. I will not go into the merits 
_ of the offerings as there will be reported by the Principal and teach- 
ers. However the opportunity is greater and children of Millis can 
_ select subjects from four courses: College preparatory, Business, 
_ Shop, or Household Arts, and General or Social Civics. This change 
would not have been possible, if the teachers of the High School had 
not been willing to teach more subjects. Each teacher carries a sub- 
ject load of about six subjects. The teachers, whose every interest is 
_ that of their pupils, wholeheartedly entered into the program and 
_ willingly did the extra work. One in particular, the submaster, has a 
_ heavy teaching program which takes time from his work in Guidance 
and other duties. I do hope that this condition will improve. 


«Oe I feel that the faculty as a whole is working well. There is a 

_ spirit of helpfulness and willingness to cooperate. The general disci- 
pline is very good, and there is a friendly feeling among the students. 
_ The pupils really want to help in the regular school routine. More and 
more we strive to develop freedom of thinking and try to create 
_ within the children a desire to participate in the government of our 

school. The Millis Student Council has helped much in the better 
_ discipline in the school. 


This fall, with the new program of studies, we were able to give 
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the children hot lunches. The people of Millis will certainly benefit 
by this program, for in terms of health alone, it is money well sp ent. 
The School Department purchased some items, but the Federal Gov- 
ernment purchased the electric range at $500.00 and new applic: 
tion is being made for the purchase of a mechanical dishwasher from 
the same funds. I must commend the Cafeteria Manager, Mrs. Lillie 
Hodgam, and her helpers. I cannot understand how it is possible to 

do so much with so little. - 


The faculty is well trained. All of the teachers but one, are Pe 
graduates of standard normal schools or colleges, with at least two 
years’ training beyond High School. Thirteen teachers of our nine- 
teen full time teachers have bachellor’s degrees, and three have 
master’s degrees. We hope that all of our teachers will soon have 3 
bachellor’s degrees. Some teachers are working at college in Boston 
now to earn credits for a degree. However, the experience in the s 
classroom is of great value, and the teachers without degrees have — 
Many years of successful teaching experience to their credit. . 


The turnover in all school faculties during the last few years has 
been great. Fortunately for us this condition is less in Millis than 
elsewhere. In 1943 there were nineteen full time teachers on the — 
faculty. Twelve of the teachers are still employed at Millis. The turn- 
over has been only 36.8%. This is very low, when for the same period — 
of time in Medfield, the change was 83.5%, and at Westwood T60%. 
I am pleased to state as these figures indicate, that there is stability — 
in the Millis faculty. The teachers at Millis live near by, and plan to 
give their life’s work for the training of the children of Millis. This j 
is to their credit and to the benefit of the Town of Millis. Many © 
times one hears remarks directed about “local teachers,” but may I 
say, that Millis would have had a hard time these last few years, 
had it not been for local teachers. Millis teachers are the backbone of 
all of the instruction. They are willing to do much more because 
Millis is their town. Let the people of Millis consider these facts 
when they vote on the salary question. Citizens everywhere realize 
that teachers should have higher salaries. Throughout the whole 
country there is an awakening and you only need pick up your daily 
paper, your nation wide weekly magazines, to read editorials and 
articles on the need for higher pay. I only call your attention to facts 
that you well know. The teachers of Millis are no exception, in this 
case, they are underpaid, and have requested an increase of $500.00 
per year. 7 


The sum of money is large-$9,725.00 and will add to the tax rate. 
We, who are in the field of education, look to greater incomes from the 
State and National Treasuries. In Massachusetts there is hope for 
legislation that will add about $600.00 more per teacher to the regular 
reimbursements. Last year the regular reimbursement for teachers — 
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was $3,690.00 or an average of about $184.00 per teacher. This reg- 

‘ular reimbursement (Part I) was supplemented by further reimburse- 

1 ment (Part II) of $3,302.46, or an average of $166.00 per teacher. The 

total average was about $350.00 per teacher. 

___ As you can see, there is need for the state to pay a greater part 
of the salaries to equalize the teaching in the whole state. The present 

salary schedule at Millis follows: 


Elementary and High School teachers — 
Minimum $1400.00 — Maximum $2000.00 
Tf $500.00 increase is granted: 
Minimum $1400.00 — Maximum $2500.00 


This schedule must be completed further to take into considera- 
tion training, experience, quality of teaching, and extra work. The

; For the last several years, we have been working for better 
F _ reading in the Millis grades. This year has shown much improvement 
_ in this line. The teachers have worked hard with the problem of 
_ reading, and all of them took a course with a reading specialist, Dr. 
; _ Murphy of Boston University. New readers have been purchased, and 
_ a helping teacher in reading has improved the work of the slower pupil. 


; Since 1943, a definite program of repair work has been carried 
_ out by the School Committee. This is reported in the School Com- 
_ mittee report, but I must bring one point to your attention: Recently 
the State Building Inspector visited the Millis School. His remarks, 
E made after an absence of four years in the Army, are of interest. He 
_ stated that the Millis School has improved more in appearance, and 
_ in safety than any other school that he has to date visited in his 
ty district. The credit for this work, for the most part, belongs to the 
School Committee for their long range program, and to the people 


h We have continued with the program of guidance and testing, 
__ and since Mr. Welch has returned, new efforts have been made in this 
_ field. Please read Mr. Welch’s report for further information about 
_ guidance and our Veterans’ School.

5 In conclusion, may I express thanks to the Millis School Com- 
‘4 mittee. No Superintendent could ask for better cooperation. In every

Teacher Changes 


This year we have had more changes in faculty personnel than 
usual. In February Mr. Joseph Nathanson returned from military 
service and replaced Mrs. McFarland, an excellent teacher, of Dover, 
Mass. Mr. Nathanson resigned in the summer of 1946 and went in_ 
the fall as teacher-coach of Wayland High School. 


At the opening of school in September Mr. Frank Hilferty re- 
signed. He had five years of successful teaching in the sciences im 
Millis after graduating from Bridgewater Teachers’ College. Mr. Paul 
M. Broggi of Framingham took his subjects and started coaching 
football, but resigned and left Millis on November 8. Mr. Frank Mac- 
Dougal of Weymouth, a graduate of Bridgewater Teachers’ College 
and with:five years military service was employed to teach science 
and to coach. Mr. Royden Barrett of Millis was engaged to finish the 
season in football. Mr. Barrett did excellent work with the boys for — 
the time he was in charge of football. 


During the last half of the school year (1945-46) Miss Wilmac _ 
Cole felt that she was needed at home and asked for a leave of absence 
which was granted. 


Mrs. Phyllis Tuck, a teacher of English and art in the Junior High 
School for two years, resigned in June. Her outstanding ability in the 
teaching of art is being missed. j 


Mrs. Lillie Linholm Hodgman was engaged to take charge of the

school lunch program and the teaching of cooking and sewing in 
Grades VII to XII. 


After three years in military service, Mr. Roseoe E. Twombly 
returned at the opening of the school year to teach industrial arts. 


Mrs. Irma Boyd of Medway was employed as Grade I teacher to 
_ replace Miss Margaret Hardy who resigned June 1. 


___ Industrial Arts 

For the past two or three years the Industrial arts and house- 
hold arts department have received little attention. In September 
____ the industrial arts classes started with much interest on the part of 
pupils. The boys are learning by doing worthwhile projects with 
their hands. The household arts started at the same time. The old 
chemistry laboratory was given over to the sewing elass. The room 
has been cleaned and painted and gradually is being improved. Mrs. 
Hodgman and the girls raised money early in the year and the proceeds 
were used to purchase furnishings and needed supplies. The girls are 
most interesting in sewing. At times, they help out in the eafeteria. I 
hope these two departments will not be disturbed or dropped in the 
future. Instead, we should plan to improve the facilities in each de- 
partment and to encourage or require all pupils to take advantage of 

the opportunities offered. 


Lunches 

Last year we were able to serve Type B lunches in school as 
sponsored by the National School Lunch Program under the super- 
vision of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts Departments of Edu- 
cation and Public Welfare. Miss Florence Watson and Mrs. Ida May 
Clark worked hard to make that new project a success. Our progress 
and the response from pupils and parents made the School Committee 
and the Superintendent of Schools feel that a better program for serv- 
ing lunches should be put in operation. It was decided to serve hot 
lunches, or the so-called Type A lunch, under the supervision and 
guidance of the Community School Lunch Program. Much equipment 
Was necessary and was purchased. The supervisor of this program, 
Mrs. Bethel B. Ross, financed the purchase of an electrie stove suitable 
for cooking for a large number of people. More equipment is needed 
but we are serving excellent lunches and getting along nicely due to 
the efforts of Mrs. Hodgman, Miss Watson, Mrs. Ida May Clark, and 
Mrs. Nesbit Clark. 


When the Type A lunch program was put into operation the 
supervisors recommended that we charge 20¢ for each pupil’s lunch 
and 30¢ for each teacher’s or adult’s lunch. At the end of each month 
a report of receipts and expenses is sent to the Lunch Program Office 
in Boston. The school is reimbursed 9¢ on each pupil’s lunch. In 
case a child buys only a jar of milk, the cost to the child is 4¢ and the 
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school is reimburséd 2¢. At the present time, due to the high costs of 
all foods we are meeting our obligations but no more. If some bille 
are paid late, this is due to the fact that it takes at least two months 
for each monthly report to be approved and for the reimbursment to 
be received by the school. This program, according to our agreement, 

must be operated on a non-profit basis. i 


Mrs. Hodgman is in charge of planning the daily menus and of 
ordering supplies. Miss O’Donnell has charge of all records and the _ 
payment of bills. Miss Watson, Mrs. Ida May Clark, and Mrs. Nesbit 
Clark prepare the food, assist in the serving from 11:10 A. M. until 
12:30 P. M. and do all the cleaning and washing of dishes. At noon we * 
have three separate lunch periods to accommodate all grades. Toserve 
quickly we have the services of twelve girls, on an average and they 
receive free lunches. The number of pupils served daily averages about 
200, and the number of teachers 21. 


On November 26 a school Thanksgiving dinner was planned, and 
351 were served. A number of children were given lunch tickets om 
this occasion, at the discretion and recommendation of the home-roora 
teachers. 


Scholarship Certificates 

For a number of years we have made a practice of presenting 
scholarship certificates to pupils who have attained a high scholastic 
standing for,the year. The certificates read: “This pupil has attained 
an average of,85% or better in each solid subject for the school year”. 
At times, it seems as if pupils are aiming for the glory of a school 
certificate without considering the value of an assigned course of 
study or what a well planned course might prepare them for. Also, 
there is a growing tendency among good pupils to drop subjects if 
they cannot secure certificate grades. This attitude on the part of 
some pupils leads me to believe that the school certificate may be de- 
feating its own purpose. It should be understood by parents and 
pupils that any child starting a program in September which has been 
approved by. the guidance teacher and parent cannot as a rule be 
changed. However, if any good reason can be presented for dropping 
a subject or for substituting another, a change may be made with 
the approval of the guidance director or the Principal, and also with 
the understanding that the pupil is not elegible for a scholarship 
certificate in June. 


Athletics 


This October the Principals and Athletic Managers in the towns 
of Wayland, Weston, Ashland, Dover, Westwood, Medfield, and Millis 
met in Medfield and decided to form a Dual-County Basketball League. 
The league cannot function this year with all teams playing cach 
other on a home basis due to previous contracts for this year's sched- 
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ales. It did not seem in the best interest of good sportsmanship to 
cancel 1947 commitments. Next year one more town might be added 
to the League, and the towns play within the League and under the 
‘yules set up by the Massachusetts High School Principals’ Association. 


It has been our practice in the past to give the girls’ basketball 
team a long season as basketball is their only competitive sport; also, 
to play boys’ and girls’ first teams on the same date when possible. 
In the future, I believe that the boys’ and girls’ schedules will have to 
be planned independently as most schools in our range of territory 
will not permit girls’ games to be played in the evening or the trans- 
_ porting of boys’ and girls’ teams at the same time. 


= In Millis, the School Committee has been generous in transporting 
_ pupils to games outside of town for the pupils’ own pleasure and to 
support the teams. I can state that we have had definite rules and 
___ supervision to govern our transportation problems. I recommend that 
- jn the future the Principal and Coach be instructed to transport 
only the team participants, the Coach and Managers; also that when 
playing out-of-town games the members of the team must travel to 
and from games under the supervision of the assigned person in 
_ charge. ; 
It has been called to my attention at various times that the high 
school had four home football games this fall and charged fifty cents 
admission for adults and twenty-five cents admission for children 
above the seventh grade in school. The inference has been that the 
_ High School Athletic Association should be able to purehase about 
__ everything and anything they need. The fact is that football equip- 
ment is difficult to get and the cost is high. The cost of officials for 
a small school seems high. All contracts issued required approved 
registered officials. The following is a financial report of the football 
season:

The special items — ten pairs of shoes — were ordered by Mr. 
Nathanson last May. The shoes arrived at the school one week after 
the football season closed. We are so badly in need of shoes, we are 
going to keep these shoes for next fall. 


The loyat efforts of Mr. George Holst and Mr. Fred Welch at the 
gate for each home game was an appreciated service. 


The price for admission to basketball games this winter was 
established by the Student Council — forty cents for adults and 
twenty-five cents for children. Here again, the price seems high but 
the interest in basketball as a winter sport is growing rapidly. More 
and more schools 2re demanding two approved registered officials for 
each game. This is a hardship for small schools. With our present 
basketball schedule we probably will not have to have more than one 
official this year for each game, but next year the ruling for two 
officials probably will be enforced. 


Physical Education Program 


I would like to have a physical education program put into opera- 
tion in our school system including the kindergarten through the 12th 
grade. At the present time, as the industrial and household arts 
classes meet in the shop or sewing rooms, Miss Cole is available to 
take a class in physical education from some of the elementary 
grades. This is not an adequate program — a complete program iz 
is needed. In the Junior-Senior High School we have a number of 
boys and girls participating in some form of athletics. I am not so 
much concerned about this group. I am concerned about the pupils 
that are not taking part in athletics or are not interested in sports — 
this group is in the majority when the school population is considered. 
and principally because of them I firmly believe that a well organized 
physical education program should be put into operation. 


Some of our boys are not interested in football, basketball, or 
baseball. I believe this is due to the fact that they have never been 
taught the fundamentals of the games. This easily could be dome 
through a physical education program. 
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’ This fall we had a fairly large football squad. More than half 
_ of the boys were out for the first time. They did not know the 
simple fundamentals of the game. The season was nearly over before 
they had learned how to tackle, block and to protect themselves. I 
contend that a school, playing regularly planned schedules, should 
find a satisfactory system to teach the younger boys the games be- 
fore they go out with the idea of trying for the first team. This in- 
struction should be done through a Physical Education Program and 
should be started in the Junior High School. 


Activities 

The parents of the Senior Class succeeded in sending the gradua- 
tion class to Washington, D.C. The Senior Class has had a trip each 
year but this was the first class to go to Washington for four years. 


The Easter Monday Night Dance was held on Monday, April 22. 


For the second year the “Modern Minstrels” was presented in 
May. Miss Mary Clancy and Mr. Joseph Potenza were in charge of 
the show. Teachers and pupils co-operated in the preparation of a 
program booklet. Mr. Stephen Bray’s services at the piano were 
appreciated. 

The Junior Promenade and Senior Reception on May 10 was well 
attended. The grand march was led by Miss Celia Antosh, Secretary 
of the Senior Class, and Mr. Edward Simmons, President of the Junior 
Class. Miss Wilmae Cole was in charge of the grand march. 


The third annual Spelling Bee representing the towns of West- 
wood, Norfolk, Medfield and Millis, was conducted in Millis on Friday, 
May 17. Miss Marion Carlson of Norfolk was the champion speller 


this year. 

The American Legion Essay Contest was conducted as usual. The 
awards were made on May 29 by Commander Lindahl at the School’s 
Memorial Program.

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REPORT OF THE SUB-MASTER 
OF THE MILLIS CONSOLIDATED SCHOOL 


€ To the Superintendent of Schools: 
I am happy to submit to you my report for the year 1946. 


Guidance: 
ie Upon my return from military service in December 1945, I was 
i placed in charge of the Junior High School and also named Guidance 
Director for the school. In regard to the latter I would like to state 
that definite progress was made on an over-all guidance program. 
Each homeroom teacher has a guidance folder for every pupil, and 
individual progress is charted each year in the same folder. If this 
system is maintained, a complete educational history of each pupil 
will be available when the pupil graduates. Such a record will prove 
to be of immeasurable value to school principals and administrators 
in post-school years as well as during the school life of the pupil. 


Due to the heavy teaching program at the present time we have 
been unable to devote as much time as is desirable to coordinate and 
promote a well-balanced guidance program. It is our desire, however, 
to devote more time to this program in the very near future. The 
superintendent, principal and teachers have been most cooperative 
and helpful in maintaining this program to date, but it is essential 

| that a coordinator be available, at least part time, to insure the success 
of the program. 


Visual Education: 

At the suggestion of the Superintendent of Schools, the Millis 
Junior-Senior High School in conjunction with the Medfield and West- 
wood High Schools has inaugurated a program of visual education 
for the 1946-1947 school year. We have enrolled in a film bureau 
maintained by Syracuse University which is sending to us periodically 
films pertaining to the study of history, geography and English. This 
program thus far has been most successful and well received. Our 
science department also has been instrumental in securing free films 
from the Massachusetts State College for use in the science classes. 


Veterans’ School: 

Through the cooperation of the Millis School Committee and under 
the direction of Superintendent of Schools, E. Perley Eaton, a veterans’ 
school program has been undertaken this year. The purpose of this 
program is to make it possible for any local veteran to obtain a high 
school diploma. Any veteran who does not possess a high 
school diploma is eligible and welcome to enroll in the school. At the 
present time courses in American History and English are offered two 
nights each week. During the second term courses in science and 
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mathematics will be offered. After enrolling in the school, each man 

takes the General Education Development Tests for placement pur- 
poses. The results of these tests plus any previous high school record - 
are evaluated by the Superintendent and principal and the veteran’s 
program of studies is outlined. When the prescribed courses have been 
successfully completed and the necessary credits earned, a high school 
diploma will be awarded each veteran. As an instructor in the 
veterans’ school I would like to take this opportunity to express my 
sincere thanks and appreciation to the School Committee, Superintend- 
ent, Principal and veterans for their splendid cooperation in helping to 
make this program possible and successful.

REPORT OF GIRLS’ ATHLETICS 
To the Superintendent of Schools: 


Last year the girls started basketball practice the first of Novem- 
ber, two months earlier than usual. The results were that the girls 
had more physical training in competitive sports and the boys had 
more opportunities for practice during their basketball season. 


The girls were very enthusiastic and tried hard to perfect them- 
selves in the playing of the game. They were very successful the 
first part of the season. Medfield, Westwood, and Millis formed a 
league called the “Little Three League.” The games were played 
during the months of November and December. The Millis girls, 
because of their enthusiasm, earnest effort, and determination to win, 
became the undefeated and untied champions of the league. 


However, during January and February, the girls met stiffer com- 
petition and lost to Hopkinton, Ashland, and Medway.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL NURSE 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 

Each year a school nurse looks forward to carrying out a school — 
health program which will prove beneficial to the children under her 
supervision. This past year several major clinies have been held with — 
this objective in mind. 

Our Dental Clinic, sponsored yearly by the Millis Red Cross, has 
proved highly successful. Dr. Brown did dental examinations on 186 
children. The work completed included: 80 cleanings, 198 restora- 
tions, (148 of which were on permanent teeth), and 40 extractions. It 
is regretable that so many children in the first three years of school 
are having to have permanent molars filled and extracted. Frequently, 
I find this due to the fact that the parents do not realize that the 
permanent set of teeth is started with the eruption of the 6-year 
molars, and so proper care is not given these teeth. 


In the Spring, “The Good Teeth Council for Children, Inc,” put 
on their amusing and educational puppet show. 


This show leaves a lasting impression upon the children regarding 
good dental care and proper nutrition. 


In April, all the pupils were shown a motion Picture on Tuber- 
culosis. This was in preparation for an X-ray survey of the entire 
Senior High School. A chest X-ray was given to 100 children and 11 
school personnel, including the cafeteria workers. The cost of the 
clinic was defrayed by the Christmas Seal fund. It is hoped that this 
clinic will be conducted on a yearly basis and thus provide an excellent 
check on both students and school employees. 
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The Millis Visiting Nurse Association, in connection with “Know 
Your Public Health Nurse Week,” sponsored a poster contest in grade 
VII. Several prizes were awarded and during the Association’s drive 
the winning posters were placed conspicuously about the town. Grade 
V made a series of health posters which were displayed in a store 
window during this week.

In June, the opportunity for all school and pre-school children 

to have a Schick Test was provided by the Millis Board of Health. 

The response was excellent and a total of 310 in school and 25 pre- 

school children were found to have positive tests. Many parents care- 

fully protect their children in infancy against Diphtheria by giving 

them the necessary series of injections and falsely believing this 

protection will last indefinitely. Erperience has taught us, however, 

that the immunization provided by this early dose may become less 

__as the child grows older. The only means we have of ascertaining 

; whether or not a child is immune is by doing a Schick Test. This test 

does not provide the needed protection and if the result of the test is 

positive it is then necessary to have an additional dose of Diphtheria 
toxoid. 


Each Spring the Millis Visiting Nurse Association holds a diph- 
theria toxoid clinic. Last Spring 5 children were immunized. 


During the past season very few contagious diseases were noted. 
We did have, however, one case of diphtheria in the school and when 
school was reopened in the fall we had a case of scarlet fever. In- 
fectious diseases could be kept down if the parent would keep a child 
about whom there is any question at home until it was definitely 
ascertained if it was all right for him to attend school. 


_ When the new term opened this fall, Dr. Zalvan did physical 
examinations on 439 pupils. While a considerable number of defects 
were found, very few were severe enough to require medical attention 
at once. Notices have been sent to the parents concerning these 
defects and many are already under care. 


An audiometer (hearing) test was given all the pupils from grade 
Ill through grade XII. Several children were found to have some 
hearing loss although all but one was already under care. 


The Massachusetts Vision Test Kit which was given the School 
Department by the Lions’ Club was used for testing the children’s 
eyes. The Kit is both an accurate screening guide and a pleasure 
for Nurse and children to use. Pupils who failed to complete the test 
cerrectly were referred for further eye check to ascertain whether 
or not glasses were needed. Several are now wearing glasses and 
two are still being studied for eye conditions first picked up by this 
test. 
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While speaking of eye care, I would like the people of Millis t 

know of the splendid work the Salvation Army has done. This organi- 
zation has financed several eye operations and has paid completely the 
expenses on many other eye cases. This has meant that many children 
received adequate eye care as soon as the need was discovered. 


On December 9, at the request of the Millis Board of Health, 
a special Diphtheria Toxoid Clinic was held in order to provide the 
additional protection for children who had been immunized for more 
than two years and for those children who were found to have po- 
sitive Schick Tests. A total of 160 received this protection — 16 of 
them in the Junior-Senior High School group. Dr. Zalvan was in 
attendance at this clinic. a 


As you read this report, you will notice that I have made a 
particular effort to mention the various organizations which help us 
with our school program—for without these organizations I would 
have much less with which to work. Oftentimes people feel that little 
benefit is derived locally from many of the drives to which we are ~ 
asked to contribute. From this report you must necessarily see that — 
we in Millis have no cause for worry as the children of our community — 
have certainly gained through the combined efforts of these groups. 


My thanks again goes to all who have aided me in my school 
program for without the co-operation of doctors, school personnel, — 
and family, no project undertaken could be successfully completed.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF SCHOOL PHYSICIAN 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 
The annual examination of the school children this year revealed 


o, the usual prevalent defects, such as enlarged or infected tonsils, poor 


teeth, postural conditions, although to a lesser degree than in other 
years. 

Having recently returned from service with the U. S. Army where 
one of my duties was examination of inductees, it was most gratifying 
to me to find that these defects which undermine the general health of 
the adolescent boy or girl are receiving quicker remedial action than 
formerly. The importance of preventive medicine was well demon- 
strated by the Army in keeping down contagious diseases. The 
Board of Health is to be commended for their wisdom in providing 
for Schick testing of school children and giving booster doses of diph- 
theria toxoid to all those who need them. 


There was a minimum of skin infections and contagious diseases, 
thanks to the vigilance of our school nurse, Myrtle Coldwell, and the 
cooperation of the faculty. 


The most serious athletic injury was a broken bone in the hand 
of one of the boys that responded well to treatment. Other injuries 
consisted chiefly of bruises and sprains. 


I wish to take this opportunity to thank Miss Coldwell for her 
cooperation and the excellence of her supervision over the health 
requirements of our school children. I also wish to thank the faculty 
for their assistance, and to commend the parents for their excellent 
response to our suggestions.

To the Superintendent of Schools: 


For the school year of 1945 and 1946 the cafeteria was operated 
by the Government under Plan B program serving sandwiches, milk, 
and fruit juice. This plan was carried out by Miss Florence Watson 
and Mrs. Ida Clark. Since the Type B program was successful, the 
School Committee and officials realized that the school would be 
benefited by a hot lunch program. The School Committee purchased 
some needed equipment and the stove was furnished by the Govern- 
ment.

Five classes of household arts are held each day with approx:

REPORT OF THE INDUSTRIAL ARTS DEPARTMENT 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


The purpose of shop work for boys in the school is to teach the 
fundamental manipulative skills required in the performance of trade 
activities. These skills are being taught through the process of mak- 
ing projects rather than by doing a group of exercises which contain 
the same activities. By making some article, such as an end table, 
the project method, a great deal more interest is created among the 
boys, consequently a finer grade of workmanship is achieved. 


Through talks by the instructor and occasionally by the boys 
themselves, much industrial information is obtained to add to that 
gained in the performance of the other shop activities. Thus a well 
rounded program is carried on throughout the school year. 


At present, each boy is at work on some project for himself which — 
will, on completion, be taken home to be used either by himself or 
about the home. 


We are now planning a contest and exhibit to take place some 
time in May, which will be open to the public. This contest serves 
two main purposes; to create greater interest among the boys, and 
to provide an opportunity for the townspeople to see what and how 
all the boys are doing in the shop. 


We have a few plans for the expansion inthe shop. At present we 
are figuring on changing from the specialized shop that we now have 
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more varied group of activities, and include some work in the 
mentals of electricity, elementary metal work, some work in 
es, and leather craft. Printing should also be added provided we 
-yoom where the necessary equipment could be installed. The 
ition of these activities would greatly suppliment the work already 
¢ done in the shop and aid in creating a better understanding of 
e of the academic subjects. Electricity ties in particularly well 
“with the work in Science and Physics, while Printing works hand in 
hand with all phases of English. 


_ Our conception is that the Industrial Arts Department should 
work in conjunction with all the other departments of the school so 
as to give every possible opportunity for better understanding of the 

work being done throughout the school.

Since coming to Millis, as Supervisor of Music in January 19 
I feel that progress has been made in the development of an integrat 
program of music for all of the grades. Starting as I did in the 
of the year there was not a great deal that could be done in the way 
of changing or augmenting the program that had been in effect.
